Registered 7 ,303 Feet, J o hnsto ne Ex ­ 
ceeded the American Reco rd Made 
the Day Before ty Drex el, Tho ugh 
He Had to Flo under Thro ugh Fro zen 
Clo uds to Do It. 


New York, Oct. 26. — Ralph John­ 
stone, at the international aviation 
tournam ent at Belhiont Park, climb ed 
until a snowstorm at a height of 7,303 
feet compelled him to coast b ack to 
earth, b ut his climb was satisfactory 
to y oung Mr. Johnstone, in that it es­ 
tab lished a new American altitude 
record. 
On the previous day J. Arm­ 
strong Drexel had taken the American 
altitude record of 6.175 feet away from

storm on high, Arch Iloxsey might

removal of all b uildings and the con­ 
struction of driveway s, grass plots,

house. 
Mr. Brown is interested in the pro­ 
posal b ecause he is seeking to have 
the state erect a separate b uilding for 
the lib rary and for scientific purposes. 
The governor recently said that since 
the state will prob ab ly commemorate 
in 1916 the 100th anniversary of its 
admission to the Union, the next gen­ 
eral assemb ly should take the first 
step. 
He suggested at that time that 
whatever money is to b e spent for the 
purpose b e used for perm anent b uild­ 
ings.
